In some respects the peril which nati 
Sermsny faces through the American and British 
nv sslon of the Italian mainland is infinitely great- 
ir than had landing b een made on the coast of 
jorthern or southern France. These landings still 
nay b e made b ut the b attle for Italy b etw'cen the 
lilies, and Hitler and his satellites is In effect 
the b attle for Germany Itself. It was in southeast 
Europe that the armies of the late kaiser lost the

Hitler has some of his b est generals and some 
of his b est troops in Italy. If he can keep his com­ 
munications open, and continue to supply and re­ 
inforce the div isions now there, the interior of 
Italy, particularly in the north, will produce the 
heav iest and the b loodiest fighting of the entire 
war, sav e In Russia and China. 
The “if” is a 
v ery large one. 
So ov erwhelming is the superi­ 
ority of the united nations airpower, that the high­ 
ways and railroads of northern Italy are certain 
to b e laid waste in the immediate fighting ahead. 
That, in part, will nullify the great defen-siv e quali­ 
ties of the 
tree-cov ered

mountainsides, 
where machine gun nests, and gun positions can 
b e so screened that mechanized equipment will

plan, b ut a surprising German decision to ignore 
Rome’s status as an open city, and to occupy it, 
found the German* mov ing successfully towards 
that end.

ter a frightful spanking to Hitler. This time Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower is determined to prev ent a Repe­ 
tition of what took place in the Sicilian campaign. 
It’s not territory that he seeks. He hopes to trap 
and to destroy the German forces occupying the 
Italian peninsula. 
In the b attle for Sicily thou­ 
sands got away. But if he can corner his enemy,

CHICAGO, Sept. 11— (AP) — 
Getting the news in the jungles 
of the southwest Pacific entails 
many hardships and dangers— 
but newsmen assigned to that 
war zone have a chance to report 
on “ the greatest story the world 
ever has known,’’ says an Asso­ 
ciated Press war correspondent, 
Murlin Spencer, recently re­ 
turned from the southwest Pacific 
where he was on the front lines 
as an AP correspondent for more 
than a year, last night told the 
Associated Press Managing Edi­ 
tors’ association of some of his 
experiences. 
Plenty of New» . 
“ There is news in the jungle, 
more 
than 
you 
can 
handle,’’ 
Spencer said, “ it is no place for 
correspondents who watch action 
through field glasses from a hill. 
We have to go into the jungle and 
take our chances. It may be at 
some advanced airfield, at some 
battle field or at some PT boat 
hideout along the coast. But while 
tKere is news there, the jungle is 
awful.” 
* 
Spencer asserted that Brig. Gen. 
Hanford MacNider, stationed in 
the southwest Pacific, described 
jungle warfare as “ like fighting 
inside a mattress except that one 


can’t see so far. And I don’t mean 
a nice, decent dry and unin­ 
habited mattress. I mean the kind 
you’ve seen half afloat in a pud­ 
dle by the city dump where the 
slant-eyed vermin like to play.” 
Must Share Dangers. 
“ But the correspondent who 
would write of jungle warfare 
must go to the front, watch the 
boys fight, share their hardships 
and dangers,” said Spencer. 
He said it was important that 
“ we do not forget that the Jap 
is a fighter, a specialist in mur­ 
der. I think we’re going to beat 
him.” 
Spencer continued he had the 
“ utmost 
confidence” 
in 
Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, who, he said, 
“ knows the Jap better, probably, 
than any other of our military 
leaders.”
